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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While lshizawa et al. 
teaches determining locations in a first image to modify to reduce a differential resolution with a 
second image, lshizawa et al. fails to teach that the first and second images are color separations 
5 of a film frame, as required by claim 12; that the first image is a red separation of a film frame 
and that the differential resolution results in red fringing, as stipulated by claim 48; that the first 
and second images are extracted from a composite color image, as set forth in claim 14; or that 
the second image be selected from among a plurality of images based on one or more criteria, as 
defined in claim 25. Furthermore, lshizawa et al. also fails to teach the additional determination 

10 of non-modify locations in the first image at which a property is not to be modified, as required 
by claim 16; that the determination of locations to modify includes selecting edges to modify, as 
stipulated by claim 32; that the location to be modified is determined interactively, as set forth in 
claim 29; or modifying the property at the location by performing a transformation in only a first 
direction and producing the modified image, as defined in claim 21. Finally, lshizawa et al. 

15 further fails to teach applying a feathering technique to the modified locations, as set forth in 

claim 19; modifying information produced by a first transformation of the first image based on 
information produced by a second transformation of the second image, as variously stipulated in 
claims 4 and 44; or modifying information produced by wavelet transforming the first image 
based on information produced by wavelet transforming the second image, as required by in 

20 claim 42. Because none of the other prior art suggests any of these features in conjunction with a 
technique for correcting for differential resolution between two images, the claimed invention is 
allowable over the prior art.
